COMPOSITION OF CLASS - NINTH SESSION 

More than half of the group hold managerial, assistant managerial or 
equivalent positions In their respective companies., Others appear to be 
primarily technical men with more specific managerial or directing respon- 
sibility. 

At least twelve of the seventeen participants are actually on or are soon 
going on foreign assignment. 

Only three or four have extended foreign residency abroad. Another four 
or five have travelled extensively on business. Of the remainders all but 
one have had some foreign travel, either in the armed forces or on vacation. 

One is a British citizen, one a Canadian. The rest are U, S, citizens. 

The age range is from 32 to 61, with the majority in the upper thirty 
to upper forty bracket. 

All have basic college education and all but one undergraduate degrees. 
About one-third have a useful facility or better with a foreign language. One 
speaks two languages. 

All but one are married. All but two of the wives will attend the one 
week course for wives. 

Seven of the wives wiil 8 with their husbands, pursue language study 
during the two weeks language course following the regular four weeks basic 
course session.
